SALZBURG. — President Ford and 
President Sadat pledged yesterday 
to accelerate the Middle East dip~ 
jJomatic activity with the aim of 
seeking an overall settlement to the 
Israel-Arab conflict. Holding the 
first of three rounds of talks the 
two Presidents indicated that they 
would launch a momentous dip- 
lomatic effort, the precise course of 
which would be determined follow- 
ing Premier Yitzhak Rabin's visit 
to Washington next week. 

The implications were that the 
process would be a long-term one 
Involving other Arab leaders who 
were likely to exchange visits with 
President Ford and Secretary of 
State Henry Kissinger. 

The process of the new initiative 
was likely to develop within the 
next three or four months, thus 
shelving the Geneva conference until 
winter. 

Presidents Ford and Sadat were

SHARON: NAMED RABIN ADVISER

Premier Rabin has appointed Aluf 
(res.) Ariel Sharon as his “adviser.” 
He informed the Cabinet of the ap-

The Road to 


Immediately after the death of Nasser I told the acting President, 
Anwar Sadat, that I wanted to give up my ministerial post and 
go back to Al Ahram. I knew that if I stayed on as a Minister I 
would become involved in disputes with some of the leading 
members of the Socialist Union and the Assembly. In that case 
I should be nothing but a liability to the new President, whereas 
from my editorial chair I could give him useful support. He 
agreed to my request, only asking me to stay on until the 
conclusion of the plebiscite which should confirm him as Presi- 
dent. This 1 did. A friendly exchange of letters between us was 
published. After I stepped 
frequently and was happy to maintain with him the informal and 
confidential relationship which [ had enjoyed with his pre- 
decessor. 


This was a period of intense diplomatic activity. Everybody 
inside and outside Egypt - and among foreign’ governments 
those especially of America and Russia -- was eager to find out 
what post-Nasser Egypt was going to be like. The new President 
was not well-known outside the Arab world. Was he only going 
to be a figurehead, under whom stronger individuals or groups 
exercised the real power? Or a stop-gap, soon to be replaced by 
someone else? If so, who Was going to come out on top? Very 
various were the answers given to ail these questions. 

Egypt’s relations with the United States immediately after 
the death of Nasser can best be described as a sort of uneasy 
ae pen sides were fundamentally suspici ap of each ἢ οὔδει: 

ericans had angrily accused of movi i 
into the Canal area sei: pee lam δὲ had some into 
force, and to show their displeasure had sanctioned a large new 


consignment of arms for Israel, which had of course in turn — 


infuriated Egypt. Though the Americans were pleased that 
Nasser had accepted Rogers’s initiative they regarded his 
successor 85 a weak man who would probably not be able to 
stand up to the Russians. Also they tended to regard the most 
powerful and entrenched rivals to Sadat -- the group coalescing 
around the former Vice-President, Ali Sabri - as purely and 
simply pro-Russian. They were continually urging that when 
the ceasefire expired on 7 February it should be indefinitely 
extended and that there should be some form of ‘interim agree- 
ment’. 

Sadat, on the other hand, did have a chance of moving the 
Americans towards an understanding of Egypt's position that, 
to be realistic, Nasser_had never had. The mistrust between 
Nasser and the Americans ranrtoo deep. Sadat was free of that 
legacy. For rather different reasons, [had been advocating for 
some time, in articles in Al Ahrom and in meetings with poli- 
ticians, the need for Egypt to work towards the neutralization 
of the United States as a prerequisite of the battle which seemed 
to me inevitable. ἢ argued that no problem in the Middle East 
area involving war and peace could be solved without the active 
participation of the two super-powers, but that there was no 
netd for the Arab-Israel problem to become polarized between 
the Soviet Union and the United States. While we had. to accept 
that the interests of America and Israel were closely linked we 
should always strive to ensure that they did not become com- 
pletely identified: with each other. We must work to preserve a 
gap between the interests and policies of the two countries, and 
in that gap we should find room to manoeuvre and to bring 
pressure on Israel. The assets on which we could-count for the 
achievement of these ends included our ability to wage a 
limited war, our close relations with the Soviet Union (always 


provided they were kept properly informed of our intentions), _ 


the oil weapon, and the solidarity of other Arab countries.'T 
had publicly broached this neutraiization argument ~ concluding 
that t must be prepared to deal with the United States - 
even while Nasser was alive. Nasser disagreed, though he made 
no move to prevent me airing the argument; but it wag-clear he 
was never going 4o.do anywhiegronetigse lines. Sadat 
had the chance. 

Eventually it was announced that President Sadat was to 
address the National Assembly on 4 February [97]. It was not 
until shortly before he was due to speak that the contents of his 
speech became known to his senior colleagues, and then there 
was a vigorous reaction. The President was determined that a 
new initiative must be taken, as the ceasefire was due to expire 
in a few days. He was proposing to agree to an extension of the 
ceasefire for a month and was going to propose that work on 
Clearing the Suez Canal should begin, provided Israel was 
prepared to make a partial withdrawal in Sinai linked with a 
timetable for a full withdrawal to the international frontiers of 
Egypt, according to Resolution 242. 

The President asked me to point out to the Americans that 
this initiative was entirely his own and owed nothing to Russian 
Prompting. He saw the American representative Bergus himself 
and explained that the Israeli withdrawal would have to be a big 
one, about 100 kilometres, and that Egyptian forces would have 
to be able to cross into Sinai so that they could protect those 


The Ali Sabri group took’strong exception to the President's 
proposals. There was a stormy scene in the Assembly and the 
group insisted on the deletion of some parts of the President's 
Speech, though he stuck to his guns and successfully preserved 
the main points of his proposals. 

Four days after the President's speech Dr Jarring asked the 
Egyptian Government to give him a written commitment to the 
section of Resolution 242 dealing with the preservation of peace 
and the Israeli Government to give a similar written commit- 
ment to the section dealing with withdrawal.

SADAT RIDES THE STORM ~ 


Moscow remained Egypt’s lifeline. In this instalment 
Heikal describes some of the frictions that beset 


Egypt’s tiés with USSR. 


Government agreed to this suggéstion but the Israclis refused. 

‘The President had hoped that his proposals would produce 
some positive response from the Americans, but he was due for 
a disappointment. A message ‘to him from President Nixon 
received on 4 March (which showed signs of having been drafted. 
by Rogers) said that if it was thought that setting such an early 
deadline for the renewal of hostilities was a form of pressure on 
the US he was mistaken. More time was needed, particularly for 
the Israeli Government to convince the Israeli people of the 
need for concessions. Nixon said he did not wish to indulge in 
resounding proclamations ‘either Dostoievskian or Tolstoyan’ - 
that would be easy ~ but he wanted rather to achieve quick 
results. He believed there was going to be a lift-off in the Middle 
East problem, ‘but you must give us time’. One of the few 
positive things to cmerge from Nixon’s message was that he 
thought Israel's eventual withdrawal should be all the way back 
to the international frontiers. — abandoning, in other words, all 
its 1967 gains. : 

Relations with the Soviet Union had their difficulties too. In 
mid-January 1971 President Podgorny had come to Egypt, 
ostensibly to attend the celebrations for the completion of the 
High Dam but in fact to assess how the new regime was working 
out. The Russians were afraid that, in order to prove themselves, 


" Nasser’s successors might rush into some military adventure, 


and at a meeting with the Egyptian negotiating team Podgorny 
sounded so cautious a note that he profoundly shocked his 
hearers. Warned by the Soviet Ambassador, Viadimir Vino- 
gradov, of the effect of his words he tried, in another meeting 
the following day, to be more encouraging. He also told General 
Sadiq that the arms he had asked for would be forthcoming. 
After Podgorny had left, Vinogradov asked me for my assess- 
ment of President Sadat. My answer was: ‘He likes to take time 
to listen to an argument, but in the end the decision he reaches 


- will be entirely his own. Everyone should give him plenty of 


time to see and hear things for himself.’ (Incidentally Vino- 
gradov, who had stayed on in Aswan after the celebrations 
there, told me of an amusing incident. He and his wife had 
started to take photographs of the High Dam when they were 
stopped by a police officer who said: “You can't do that, it’s 
secret.’) : 

As with America, Sadat had both advantages and disad- 
vantages compared with Nasser when it came to dealing with 
the Soviet Union. Inevitably, Nasser had more leverage because 
his voice was heard over the whole of the Arab world: what 
Nasser chose to say could affect Sovici relations with, perhaps, 
Iraq; and this was important, particularly in the perennial 
arguments over arms supplics. By his influence, Nasser extended 
the frontiers of Egypt. If you deal with either of the super- 
powers from the context merely of your own frontiers, well, you 
are one country much like another; but if you deal with them 
as the head of a movement, that confers much greater power. 

twas a power that President SetAt could not γῆρε t fo 
Chedgainst thageavas-the faeteteat Nex - Fe 
that there was no choice for Egypt but to deal with the Soviet 
Union ~ and, given his relations with the United States, this was 
correct. So relations had always been patched up; and the 
Russians had always known, | think, that this would be so. But 
Sadat was an unknown quantity: he did, for the reasons 
explained, have a greater freedom to look to the West. The 
Russians knew this and so they knew that they would have to 
work to build a new relationship with Nasser’s successor, while 
at the same time harbouring deeper uncertainties about him. 

On | March, President Sadat went on a secret visit to 
Moscow. There were threc things he wanted to ask the Russians 
for: the first to arrange a joint military and political strategy; 
the second for Egypt 10 be put on an equal footing with Isracl 
as far as arms went - he was not, he told them. asking for 
superiority in weapons although as Egypt was the defeated and 
occupied country. he might well have donc so. The third item 
concerned the current flow of arms deliveries. The President 
found the Soviets disinclined to talk about a joint strategy, 
though they were prepared to discuss armaments. There was a 
dispute with them over a missile-launching [lyushin plane which 
they had offered Egypt. Ali Sabri. who at that time was respon- 
sible to the President for problems connected with the Air 
Force, had agreed tv accept the condition laid down by the 
Russians before delivery of the plane could be made: that it 
could only be used on orders from Moscow. President Sadat 
told his hosts he could not accept that. ‘Suppose,’ he said. ‘the 
Israelis bomb deep inside Egypt again. Am 1 supposed to wait 
for permission from Moscow before I retaliate? This would put 
me in an extraordinarily awkward position. [ am the head of an 
independent country, and [ can’t surrender any part of my

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independence of action.’ At the end of the meeting Brezhnev 
ined to reste him: ‘Take it easy; we'll meet you half-way. 
When he came back from Moscow, and was telling me what 
happened there, the President said: ‘L had to make an angry 
scene. but in the end 1 got what I wanted.” ᾿ . 

There was more friction on another occasion later in the same 
month. On 25 March President Sadat addressed 8 mecting in the 
Ministry of War- attended by top commanders of the armed 
forces and senior Soviet experts, including the latest head of the p 
Soviet Military Mission, General Vasily Okunev. (He had com- 
manded the Moscow Air Defence District before coming to, 
Cairo earlier in the year to replace General Katchkin.) The 
President reminded his audience that this was the buildiog in 
which the 1952 revolution had started and which had been 
Nasser’s headquarters during the glorious days of the Suez War 
in 1956. He said that once again the destiny of Egypt was in 
their hands, and all should be prepared for.action at-any time, 
though there were many problems to be overcome before action 
could begin. Some of the officers complained about the effective- 
ness of Soviet arms and about delays in supplying them, General 
Okunev began to reply to what seemed to him to be criticism 
of the Soviet, Union. The President told him not to be so sen- 
sitive. “They were not attacking the Soviet Union,’ he said, “but: 
in a meeting like this everyone must speak openly.’ But trouble 
was brewing with the Soviets. They were, as has been seen, 
suspicious of. the new ‘regime, while on the Egyptian side 
mistrust had been generated by the demand for a naval base and. 
by difficulties over arms suppliés. ᾿ 

Another ineident at about this time created more misunder- 
standing with the Soviets, Relations with the Saudis were still 
fairly cool, but in the first half of November 1970, an attempt 
had been made to improve them. Kamel Adbam, brother-in-law 
of King Feisal, and counsellor to him, with supervisory powers 
over the Intelligence Service and so one of the most powerful 
men in the kingdom, came discreetly to Cairo. He talked about 
the Russian presence in Egypt, saying how much it alarmed the_ 
Americans, and pointing out that this was important at a time 
when the Saudis were trying to get the Americans more actively 
interested in the Middle East's problems. President Sadat’s 
answer -was that Egypt depended on the Soviet Union for 80 
much, whereas the Americans were providing Israel with 
everything it asked for, to the extent that during the war of 
attrition they had been able to bomb Egypt for seventeen hours 
consecutively. Thel President told Kamel Adham: Ἵ would not 
only bring in the Russians - I would bring in the devil himself 
if he could defend me.’ But he added that if the first phase of 
Israeli withdrawal were completed he could promise that he 
would get the Russians out.

He-recommended them not to be a 
party to any international settlement that might be reached: the 
King could sign but they should not. It was for them to see that 
the cause of Palestine was not allowed to die. Abu Iyyad urged 
that the King should be allowed to come to Cairo — he thought 
it would calm him. President Sadat refused. He said he knew 
that if the King came he would only want to talk about two 
things: the subsidy to Jordan agreed at the-Khartum conference 
and which Kuwait and Libya had stopped paying after the 
showdown with the guerrillas in September 1970, and the 
activities of Yasser Arafat.

On the Arab front the unity of Egypt, Syria. and Libya 
was agreed to on 17 April. To begin with the Sudan had been 
named as a fourth partner in this union, but its government 
had decided that the country was not ready for so far-reaching a 
step. It was this question of unity that was to have wide reper- 
cussions on the internal political situation in Egypt. President 
Sadat himself was keen on the idea. It represented, after all, the 
continuation of a policy that had been close to the heart of 
President Nasser. Moreover, a union of these three countries 
would involve new political institutions, and this would mean 
fresh elections which would produce a new parliament and 2 
new Central Committee of the Socialist Union, in both of which

WASHINGTON (AP). — The U.S. 
Government said on Friday that 
unemployment and the recession 
will be worse this year than esti- 
mated earlier, but should be fol- 
lowed by a stronger economic reco- 
very next year. 


In its mid-year budget and eco- 
nomic review, the Government pre- 
dicted unemployment will average 
8.7 per cent, or about 7.8 million 
workers, for the year. The Admi- 
nistration predicted as recently as 
February that unemployment would 
average 8.1 per cent this year. 


The forecast, if true, means that 
the jobless rate probably will rise 
above 9 per cent later this year. 
The April rate of unemployment was 
89 per cent.

The report, which will be sent 
to Congress, also predicted that the 
economy will decline by 3.6 per 
cent this year, compared with the 
Administration's original prediction 
of a 3.3 per cent decline. However, 
it was predicted that the economy 
will rebound with a strong 6.3 per:

the 4.8 per cent growth forecast. 
earlier. 

The ‘Treasury Department an-- 
nounced on Friday that it will auc- 
tion 500,000 ounces of government 
gold on June 30 in the second official 
gold auction this year. Treasury 
Undersecretary Jack Ε΄. Bennett 
said the decision for a second gold 
auction was made because of rising 
imports of gold from abroad, espe- 
cially for industrial purposes.

Rescuing American 
Sephardi Jewry 


Slowly disappearing as a community, American 
Sephardi Jews can strengthen their particular 
culture and values only by centralizing institutions 
and training leaders in Israel, writes Maurice M. 
Roumani, on the occasion of annual conferences of 
Sephardi Jews held in Montreal and New York. 


THE ORIENTAL JEWISH im- 
migrants who came to the 
United States in the first 
deacade of the century, follow- 
ing the disintegration of the Ot- 
. toman Empire, or even as late 
as the 1950s, do not see 
_themselves today as falling 
short of their Ashkenazi 
brethren. Unlike the situation in 
Israel, there is no social gap 
between Oriental and Ashkenazi 
Jews in the United States. The 
secular, free and affluent 
American society enabled the 
Oriental Jewish immigrants to 
bridge the gap in one generation 
or even less. 

Statistical studies show that 
the birth-rate has dropped 
among Sephardi families and 
that economically they have 
done well. As for their oc- 
cupational pattern, while the 
first generation of Sephardi im- 
migrants were mostly unskilled 
labourers, today 58 percent of 
men under 40 are in businesa, 39 
percent are professionals and 
only three percent are skilled 
labourers. 

In secular education, Sephar- 


di males in the U.S.A. compared 
favourably with Ashkenazim. 
‘This is not so among femaies, 
but the gap is closing rapidly. A 
survey made in 1974 shows that 
of Sephardi men under the age of 
40, 51.6 percent had graduated 
from college and 34.4 percent 
had received higher degrees. 
The figure for Sephardi women 
igs 25 percent and 5 percent 
respectively. ᾿ 

For all intents and purposes, 
the Sephardim in America, par- 
ticularly the younger peopie, 
belong to and behave’ like 
members of a modern and 
affluent society. However, the 
question is — how costly has this 
been to the Sephardi community 
and to the Jewish people? 

While it is true that there is no 
social gap between American. 
Sephardim and Ashkenazim, 
the Jewishness of the former 
bas been slowly undermined.'In 
the process of their moderniza- 
tion, the Sephardim neglected to 
deepen Jewish education, to es- 
tablish Jewish schools, to 
replenish their spiritual 
leadership and, above all, create 


community organizations in 
order to prométe their cultura] 
and social traditions. 

Even those Sephardim who: 
did receive a good Jewish educa- 
tion were taught little about 
their own Sephardi culture and 
traditions. This was the situation: 
in major urban centres and it 
was even worse in the smaller 
urban areas where Sephardi 
communities sent their children 
to Ashkenazi schools for want of 
establishing their own. Here too, 
the resulta are instructive. The
